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TWENTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


A  quarter-centuiy  has  passed  since  the  organization  of  onr  asso¬ 
ciation.  To-day  Tve  stand  upon  the  same  platform,  bound  together 
by  the  same  ties,  and  working  for  the  same  cause  which  inspired 
the  young  men  who  founded  it  twent^’^-five  years  ago. 

Its  meeting  for  organization  was  held  December  12,  1854,  and  J. 
W.  Simonton,  Esq.,  was  chosen  its  first  president.  Six  months 
later  Mr.  R.  F.  Kelker  was  elected  a  delegate  to  the  first  Yv  orld’s 
Conference  of  the  associations,  held  at  Paris,  in  August,  1855,  at 
which  delegates  were  present  from  thirty-eight  associations  in  seven 
countries,  and  at  which  was  adopted  that  statement  of  principles, 
which  has  since  become  widely  known  as  the  “  Paris  Basis,”  and  is 
at  the  foundation  of  all  the  growth  and  permanency  of  this  work, 
wiz  :  “  The  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  seeks  to  unite  those 
young  men  who,  regarding  the  Lord  Jesns  Christ  as  their  God  and 
Sa^  lour,  according  to  the  Holy  Scriptures,  desire  to  be  His  dis¬ 
ciples  in  their  doctrine,  and  in  their  life,  and  to  associate  their  efforts 
for  the  extension  of  His  kingdom  amongst  young  men.”  Twenty- 
three  years  later,  at  Geneva,  the  eighth  World’s  Conference  was 
held,  at  which  our  association  was  represented  b}^  our  General  Sec¬ 
retary,  and  two  hundred  and  seven  delegates  were  present  from  one 
hundred  and  thirt3"-seven  associations  in  eleven  countries.  Here 
an  International  Central  Committee  was  appointed,  located  at  Gen¬ 
eva,  to  further  intercourse  between  the  associations,  to  increase 
their  efficiency",  and  promote  their  organization  in  lands  where  they 
do  not  exist.  Mr.  Charles  Fermaud,  of  Geneva,  was  made  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Secretary"  of  this  committee,  and  it  has  been  our  very"  great 
pleasure  this  y-ear  to  have  him  spend  a  week  with  us,  speaking  to 
us  about  the  work  in  foreign  lands,  acquainting  himself  with  our 
own  methods  of  work,  and  extending  our  district  convention  at 
Baldwin,  at  which  as  many"  delegates  were  present  as  at  the  first 
W orld’s  C oufereuce. 

At  the  same  time  that  a  delegate  was  chosen  to  Paris,  Mr.  James 
McCormick,  Jr.,  was  elected  to  represent  us  at  the  second  annual 
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convention  of  the  associations  of  the  United  States  and  British 
Provinces,  held  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  September  19-20, 1855,  the  first 
having  been  held  at  Buffalo,  IST.  Y.,  before  our  organization.  Here 
the  “  Paris  Basis  ”  was  ratified,  and  it  was  recommended  to  the 
several  associations  to  classify  as  active  members  none  but  those 
who  are  in  communion  with  Evangelical  Churches.”  Sixty  associa¬ 
tions  were  then  reported  to  be  in  existence,  most  of  them  keeping- 
open  reading-rooms  and  libraries,  and  holding  some  religious  meet¬ 
ings  for  young  men.  No  salaried  secretaries  were  employed,  (if  the 
city  missionary  at  Montreal  be  excepted,)  and  all  the  societies  were 
living  in  rented  apartments. 

In  contrast  with  this,  to  the  International  Convention  at  Balti¬ 
more  last  May,  at  which  our  association  was  represented  by  a  full 
delegation,  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine  associations  reported  a 
membership  in  round  numbers  of  sevent}^  thousand,  and  property 
worth  two  and  a  half  million  dollars.  Twelve  thousand  young  men 
daily  enter  their  three  hundred  reading-rooms,  and  social,  literary 
and  religious  meetings  are  held  ail  over  the  land,  largely  attended 
by  young  men.  Twenty-four  State  and  Provincial  conventions  were 
held  last  year,  at  which  two  thousand  delegates  from  five  hundred 
associations  met  to  take  counsel  about  the  work.  At  seventy  rail¬ 
road  centers,  Christian  railroad  men  are  banded  together  to  reach 
their  fellow  employes.  Seventy  associations  have  been  organized  in 
colleges,  and  forty  among  German-speaking  young  men.  One  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  men  are  now  giving  their  entire  time  to  this  work,  as 
general  secretaries  and  agents  of  the  local  associations,  and  of  the 
State  and  International  committees. 

The  International  committee,  influenced  by  the  great  demand  for 
properly  qualified  young  men  to  fill  the  vacancies  constantly  open¬ 
ing  in  this  direction,  and  feeling  the  lack  of  any  suitable  school  for 
their  training,  arranged  with  our  association,  early  in  the  year,  to 
have  young  men  who  expect  to  enter  the  secretaryship  visit  us 
for  a  period  of  from  one  to  four  weeks,  that  they  might  gain  some 
practical  acqaintance  with  the  spirit  and  methods  of  our  work.  Our 
own  State  committee,  representing  the  one  hundred  and  eighty  as¬ 
sociations  in  this  State,  at  its  meeting  held  in  our  parlors,  Decem¬ 
ber  II,  1879,  effected  a  similar  arrangement,  and  under  these  aus¬ 
pices  the  following  young  men  have  been  with  us  at  different  times 
during  the  year :

If  the  comparison  of  the  present  standing  of  the  associations  in 
our  State,  our  country ,  and  the  world  at  large,  with  that  of  twenty-fiye 
years  ago,  alfords  such  reasons  for  thanksgiving,  what  grounds  for 
encouragement  shall  we  find  in  a  similar  retrospect  for  our  own  as¬ 
sociation  ?  The  record  of  our  earlier  years,  while  showing  wise 
management  and  foresight  in  laying  the  foundations  which  haye  re- 
suited  in  subsequent  deyelopment,  is  but  a  story  of  small  beginnings ; 
a  reading-room  open  in  the  eyenings,  and  but  meagerly  attended, 
as  some  of  the  earliest  reports  regret,  the  nucleus  of  a  library, 
annual  courses  of  lectures,  and,  after  a  few  years,  a  daily  prayer 
meeting. 

For  the  past  year  it  may  be  said  that  we  haye  welcomed  eighty- 
six  thousand  seyen  hundred  and  seyenty-three  yisitors  to  the  yarious 
departments  of  our  building,  and  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty  meet¬ 
ings — business,  social,  literary,  and  religious — haye  been  held  with 
an  aggregate  attendance  of  seyenty-one  thousand  and  twenty-two — 
but  figures  alone  conyey  little  idea  of  the  beneficial  influence  which 
we  haye  been  permitted  to  exert  upon  so  many  young  men. 

Who  can  doubt  when  we  review  the  maiwelous  growth  of  this  as- 
sociation  work  here  and  elsewhere,  during  the  quarter-century,  that 
our  God  has  set  the  seal  of  his  approv^al  and  benediction  upon  it  ? 

Early  in  the  A^ear  an  actiye  members’  reception  was  held,  and 
much  of  the  faithful  labor  in  our  board  and  committees  was  inspired 
by  that  reception,  when  the  work  before  us  for  the  year  was  clearly 
outlined.  There  was  also  held,  soon  after  this,  a  conference  of  the 
business  men  of  our  city,  our  work  placed  before  them,  and  an  ex¬ 
pression  of  approv^al  was  giv^en  by  them,  which  showed  later  in  the 
year,  in  generous  contributions. 

Changes  and  Remov'als. — Elliott  Burkholder  hav  ing  resigned  his

position  on  the  board  to  engage  in  business  elsewhere,  George  B. 
Myers  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacanc}^ 

Dr.  John  H.  Fager  resigned  on  account  of  professional  duties, 
which  prevented  him  from  giving  his  time  to  our  work,  and  Elliott 
Burkholder,  having  returned,  was  reelected  to  fill  this  vacancy. 

More  than  a  score  of  our  members  have  removed  during  the  ^mar, 
and  in  this  way  we  have  lost  a  number  of  our  active  workers.  Let¬ 
ters  have  been  given,  recommending  them  to  other  associations,  and 
we  have  no  doubt  they  are  engaged  in  active  work  elsewhere. 

Among  those  removed,  we  mention  H.  A.  Nunemacher,  librarian 
and  gymnasium  superintendent,  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in 
Texas. 

William  P.  Stevenson,  elected  librarian,  resigned  to  engage  in 
business  in  New  York  city. 

Charles  L.  Boyer,  chairman  of  our  boys  committee,  removed  to 
Pittsburgh  to  engage  in  temperance  work  amongst  the  young. 

George  F.  Stackpole,  one  of  our  active  members,  was  elected  gen¬ 
eral  secretary  of  the  York  Association. 

Deaths. — It  has  pleased  God  to  remove  from  us,  by  death,  the 
following  members : 

Robert  Ferriday,  John  A.  Smull,  F.  L.  Hutter,  William  E.  Hut- 
man,  D.  J.  Houser,  and  Frank  S.  Seiler. 

Our  Employees.— -James  McConaughy,  our  General  Secretary,  who 
has  been  wfith  us  since  1876,  was  reelected,  and  has  given  us  his 
most  valuable  services  during  the  year.  We  have  experienced  some 
disadvantage  from  frequent  changes  of  other  employes.  The  va¬ 
cancy  reported  last  year  in  the  office  of  assistant  secretary  was  filled 
by  the  temporary  election  of  W.  A.  Galbraith.  Afterwards  John 
C.  Lynch  was  elected  permanent  assistant  secretary,  and  is  now  fill¬ 
ing  that  position  with  great  satisfaction. 

George  W.  Reinhard  resigned  the  position  of  superintendent  gym¬ 
nasium,  and  James  K.  Dumars  was  elected  temporary  superintend¬ 
ent.  Afterwards  H.  A.  Nunemacher  was  elected,  but  resigned,  on 
account  of  removal,  as  stated,  and  J.  A.  Bingham  was  elected  to  fill 
the  position. 

Mrs.  M.  y.  Wilt  resigned  her  position  as  matron  on  account  of 
continued  ill-health,  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Ladies’  Ad¬ 
visory  Committee  the  board  elected  Mrs.  Jacob  Bo}^!,  who  now  fills 
that  position  to  our  entire  satisfaction. 

The  board,  recognizing  the  arduous  duties  of  our  secretaries, 
unanimously  agreed  to  request  these  officers  to  absent  themselves 
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from  duty  one  day  each  week,  thereby'  giving  them  time  for  recrea¬ 
tion  and  study,  and,  while  this  rest-day  has  not  been  always  taken, 
we  realize  that  the  result  has  been  to  the  effect  of  more  zeal  and 
efficiency  while  on  duty,  and  the  action  has  been  of  benefit  to  the 
association. 

Building  Improuements. — Yew  bath-rooms,  with  hot  and  cold 
water  attachments,  have  been  fitted  up  through  the  generosity  of  one 
of  our  members. 

The  Ladies  Adyisory  Committee  have  organized  more  efficiently 
b^Ahe  adoption  of  a  constitution,  and  they  haye  done  much  substan¬ 
tial  work,  carpeting,  papering,  painting,  cleaning,  Ac.,  besides  hav¬ 
ing  rented  a  piano  for  our  use.  Just  here  we  desire  to  express  our 
gratitude  to  the  ladies  of  this  committee,  who  have  rendered  so  much 
service  in  sustaining  the  reputation  of  our  building  for  neatness 
and  comfort,  and  who  have  been  so  helpful  in  our  work,  ever  ready 
to  advise  and  to  labor  for  the  welfare  of  our  association. 

Some  improvements  at  the  building  are  still  needed.  The  new 
addition  to  our  building  needs  painting.  The  interior  of  our  hall 
hould  be  frescoed,  and  a  board  floor  placed  in  the  gymnasium. 
-7ew  pavement  is  needed  badly;  and  other  improyements  might  be 
dded  to  make  our  buildino-  still  more  attractiye  to  youno*  men. 

Our  Weei^y  Bulletin  has  been  sustained  by  the  generous  help  of 
O'.r  business  men,  in  adyertising,  and  as  a  medium  through  which  we 
hve  kept  our  members  and  friends  advised  each  week  of  our  work, 
hs  been  very  helpful  to  us,  as  has  also  been  the  association  paper, 
“’he  Watchman.”  About' fiftv  of  our  members  are  takino;  this 
poer,  and  we  earnestly  suggest  that  it  is  worth}'  of  a  much  larger 
suiscription  from  us. 

Ve  desire  to  return  our  warmest  thanks  for  the  generous  contri- 
bniohs  we  have  received.  We  have  been  able,  from  our  general 
furl,  to  appropriate  one  hundred  and  forty-one  dollars  and  forty- 
thje  cents,  which,  with  the  subscriptions  collected,  enabled  us  to 
canel  our  building-fund  indebtedness  on  the  previous  year’s  im- 
prvements,  and  leaves  our  only  debt,  the  three  thousand  dollar 
mctgage,  which  we  feel  hopeful  will  also  soon  be  paid.  Our  ex- 
peses  have  all  been  met,  as  is  shown  in  the  treasurer’s  report,  and 
wtclose  the  year  without  debt  for  running  expenses. 

Fith  this  general  summary  b}'  way  of  introduction,  the  v'ork  of 
thtassociation  proper,  will  be  stated  under  three  divisions  : 

^irst.  Social  and  literary  attractions  for  drawins;  youno^  men  to 
us  and  securing  an  influence  oyer  them. 
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Second.  Religious  meetings  and  personal  work  in  the  building, 
to  win  these  young  men  to  Christ,  and  enlist  them  in  work  for  their 
fellows. 

Third.  Religious  meetings  outside,  uniting  these  young  men  in 
efforts  to  reach  the  neglected  classes  in  the  community,  and  bring 
them  under  the  influence  of  the  churches. 

I.  Social  and  Literary  Attractions. 

Our  building  continues  to  be  a  most  attractive  resort  for  young 
men.  During  the  year  an  average  of  one  hundred  and  one  daily 
have  visited  its  reception-room  and  library  to  consult  the  books,  en¬ 
gage  in  social  conversation,  confer  with  the  secretaries  about  the 
work,  or  enjoy  a  game  of  chess  or  checkers.  Seventy-four  have  en-/ 
joyed  the  perusal  of  papers  and  magazines  in  the  quieter  reading-i 
room,  ninety-two  have  visited  the  gymnasium,  thirty-three  to  inj 
dulge  in  physical  exercise,  and  the  remainder  as  lookers-on.  Sincj 
the  opening  of  our  bath-rooms,  seven  hundred  and  forty-eight  hav/ 
enjoyed  their  privileges.  The  boys’  rooms  have  been  opened  ninet;] 
four  evenings,  with  an  average  attendance  of  thirty-one  boys, 
the  large  total  of  eighty-six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sevenl^- 
three  visitors  for  the  year,  it  is  not  possible  to  say  how  many  af¬ 
ferent  individuals  have  been  reached.

Some  young  men  come  in  nearly  every  day,  others  but  a  few  tires 
in  a  year,  while  strangers  are  constantly  welcomed.  If  we  had  dpe 
no  more  than  provide  a  safe  place  of  resort  where  so  many  yopg 
men  find  privileges  which  might  otherwise  be  secured  only  aiid 
harmful  and  demoralizing  surroundings,  our  work  would  bede- 
serving  of  hearty  support.  But  we  have  not  been  unmindfii  of 
the  unequaled  opportunities  which  are  thus  afforded  us  to  diredfche 
tastes  and  habits  of  these  young  men,  to  awaken  in  them  wo:hy 
ambitions  and  right  purposes,  and  to  aid  them  in  the  developient 
of  useful  lives.  Our  rooms/ are  not  a  loafing  place.  Opportuixies 
are  afforded  and  utilized  for  harmonious  physical  developmen  by 
systematic  exercise,  for  intellectual  training  by  the  reading  of  sand 
books  and  papers,  and  for  social  culture  by  friendly  intercorse, 
and  it  is  our  aim  that  a  manly  Christianit}/^  should  pervade  its  w  < 
atmosphere.  Various  plans  have  been  carried  out  to  aid  in  th 
complishment  of  this  design. 

Monthly  social  receptions  have  been  held  with  varied  and  at ‘ac¬ 
tive  programmes.  Over  two  thousand  young  gentlemen  and  h  ies 
have  been  gathered  at  nine  of  these  during  the  year.  Our  builing 
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has  been  opened  with  special  attractions  on  holidays,  when  there  are 
unusual  influences  to  lure  youno;  men  astray.  On  Xew  Year's  day  we 
had  the  pleasure  of  receiying  four  hundred  callers. 

Our  members’ lecture  course  has  maintained  its  reputation  for 
interest  and  instruction,  some  of  our  ablest  citizens  havino-  freely 
2;iyen  their  services  in  this  direction.  The  ayerasre  attendance  at 
the  seyen  lectures  giyen  has  been  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight.  A 
course  of  practical  talks  to  youno;  men  only  has  met  with  o;ratifyiuo; 
success,  and  the  practical  suggestions  made  by  our  most  experienced 
business  and  professional  men  cannot  fail  to  be  of  yalue  to  the  young 
men  who  heard  them.  The  Literary  Society,  though  not  partici¬ 
pated  in  by  a  large  number  of  our  members,  has  been  helpful  in  train¬ 
ing  many  of  them  in  writing  and  speaking.  The  Leading  Circle  is 
doing  most  excellent  seryice  in  mapping  out  instructiye  courses  of 
reading  and  study  for  young  people  of  both  sexes.  The  ayerage 
attendance  at  its  weekly  meetins:  has  been  twenty-six.

At  the  beginning  of  this  season  the  board  proposed  to  organize 
one  or  more  eyening  classes,  but  the  desire  for  them  on  the  part  of 
the  young  men  did  not  seem  sufficient  to  warrant  their  formation. 

The  efficiency  of  the  gymnasium  has  been  somewhat  impaired  by 
the  frequent  changes  in  the  position  of  superintendent,  and  by  the 
want  of  a  comj^etent  instructor  of  practical  experience.  Yet  we  re¬ 
cognize  it  as  a  yaluable  adjunct  to  our  work.  The  Out-of-Door  Club, 
although  yet  in  an  incipient  state,  seryed  a  useful  purpose  during 
the  hea,t  of  summer. 

The  stock  of  newspapers  and  magazines  in  the  reading-room  has 
been  somewhat  increased  durins:  the  year,  and  still  further  addi- 
tions  might  be  made  with  profit. 

A  considerable  addition  has  been  made  to  our  library  through 
the  book  reception  held  early  in  the  year,  and  by  some  private  do. 
nations.  Xo  additions  by  purchase,  however,  have  been  made  for 
three  years,  and  it  is  utterly  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands  made 
upon  it  by  its  patrons.  The  slight  decrease  in  circulation,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  large  total  of  the  previous  year  is  not  due  to  a  falling- 
oflT  in  the  desire  for  reading,  but  to  the  lack  of  fresh  and  suitable 
books  to  supph^  the  demand.  The  great  importance  of  large  and 
constant  additions  to  our  library  is  laid  before  our  members  and 
friends  as  one  of  the  most  pressing  needs  of  our  work  at  this  time. 

An  influence  has  been  secured  over  some  vouns;  men  throimh  our 
assistance  in  directing  them  to  a  desirable  boarding-house,  and  in 
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securing  employment  for  them,  or  putting  them  in  the  way  of  ob- 
tainino:  it  for  themselves. 

Seven  luindred  and  seventy-seven  boys,  between  six  and  lifteen 
3^ears  of  age,  have  been  enrolled  this  season,  and  thirty-three  enter¬ 
tainments  havm  been  held  for  them  with  an  average  attendance  of 
two  hundred  and  seventy.  The  committee  in  charge  of  this  work, 
although  laboring  in  a  difficult  field,  are  greatl}^  enco urged  in  it. 
They  feel,  as  we  cannot  help  but  feel  in  regard  to  this  first  branch 
of  our  work  in  general,  that  it  is  a  work  of  prevention,  rather  than 
cure,  and  that  we  cannot  begin  too  early  to  exert  these  influences 
for  good. 

II.  Religious  Meetings  at  the  Building. 

But  we  must  not  think  for  a  moment  that  our  responsibility  to 
young  men  goes  no  further  than  their  physical,  social,  and  intellectual 
culture.  Christian  work  is  a  work  not  for  time,  but  for  eternity. 
If,  after  attracting  these  young  men  to  us,  we  fail  to  use  our  acquaint¬ 
anceship  and  influence  to  win  them  to  Christ,  we  come  far  short  of 
our  opportunity.  Perhaps  our  report  on  this  point  cannot  be  as 
favorable  as  on  the  first.  Two  religious  services  are  held  at  our 
building  daily.  The  morning  meeting,  at  eight  o’clock,  now  in  its 
fourteenth  year,  has  had  an  average  attendance  of  twelve  men.  The 
prayers  that  go  up  from  this  place,  from  day  to  day,  have  been  felt 
in  the  work  of  the  association  and  in  the  churches,  and  as  in  past 
years,  so  now,  many  men  find  it  a  source  of  strength  and  blessing. 
Before  closing  the  building  at  night,  evening  pra3"ers  are  held  in  the 
parlors,  attended  b}^  from  three  to  a  dozen  young  men.  Some  have 
first  learned  to  lead  in  public  prayer  in  these  little  gatherings.  Two 
other  meetings  for  young  men  only  are  held  each  week.  The  Satur¬ 
day  night  young  men’s  meeting  has  had  an  average  attendance  of 
twenty-three.  It  has  been  most  profitable  to  many  who  have  partic¬ 
ipated  in  it,  and  unconverted  young  men  are  often  found  in  attend¬ 
ance.  It  is  o;reatlv  desired  that  this  meetino^  should  receive  a 
stronger  support  from  our  active  members,  that  we  might  thus  be 
enabled  to  reach  out  after  man^^more  of  those  who  know  not  Christ. 

Special  meetings  for  3^oung  men,  held  nightly  during  the  weeks 
of  prayer  in  November  and  January,  were  accompanied  b^^  unusual 
interest.  One  young  man,  who  was  converted  in  these  meetings,  has 
since  become  a  most  active  worker. 

The  young  men’s  Bible  class,  which  met  regularly  on  Sunday, 
(morning  or  afternoon,)  was  merged  two  months  ago  into  the  work- 
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ers’  training  class,  which  meets  weekly  on  Thursday  evenings,  to 
study  such  topics  as  shall  be  helpful  in  preparation  for  Christian 
work.  The  sessions  of  this  class  have  been  most  interesting,  and 
our  onl}'  regret  is  that  man}'  more  of  our  members  do  not  enjov  its 
benefits.  The  Sunday  school  teachers’  class  has  continued  to  meet 
regularly  on  Thursday  evenings  for  the  preparation  of  the  lesson. 
The  attendance  has  not  been  so  large  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  which  is,  perhaps,  due  to  the  fact  that  teachers’  meetings  have 
been  oro;anized  in  two  of  the  lars'er  schools  in  the  citv. 

Our  largest  meeting  is  the  service,  of  song,  held  on  Sunday  after¬ 
noons,  which  has  had  an  average  attendance  of  one  hundred  and 
eighty,  of  which  number  man}'  are  young  men.  The  singing  is  an 
attractive  feature,  and  a  Gospel  subject  is  earnestly  presented. 

The  boys’  prayer  meeting,  conducted  by  a  number  of  our  Chris¬ 
tian  boys,  and  held  weekly,  on  Friday  evenings,  has  had  an  average 
attendance  of  twenty-eight. 

Various  other  services  have  been  held  at  different  times.  In  all 
eight  hundred  and  fourteen  religious  meetings  have  been  held  in  the 
building,  with  a  total  attendance  of  sixteen  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  eight}'-seven. 

Of  the  personal  work  that  should  accomoany  these  meetings  we 
cannot  speak  so  positively.  Some  of  our  members,  we  know,  have 
been  daily  witnessing  for  Christ,  but  if  all,  or  even  a  considerable 
number,  were  engaged  in  this  way,  we  might  have  much  more  defi¬ 
nite  and  gratifying  success  to  report. 

III.  Religious  Work  outside  the  Building. 

By  no  means  have  we  confined  our  efforts  within  the  four  walls 
of  our  own  house.  So  far  as  we  have  been  able,  wherever  willing 
hearers  could  be  found,  we  have  carried  the  glad  news  of  the  Gospel. 
In  the  open  air  last  summer,  thirteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
thirteen  persons  listened  to  the  message  of  salvation  at  five  differ¬ 
ent  points  throughout  the  city.  Many  of  these  were  not  chnrch- 
going  people,  and  a  large  proportion  were  young. 

Fifty-one  cottage  prayer  meetings  have  been  held  during  the 
year,  and  the  committee  have  been  encouraged  by  the  conversion 
or  re-claiming  of  a  number  of  those  who  have  attended. 

The  special  work  on  behalf  of  railroad  men  has  met  with  a  good 
share  of  success,  although  it  has  not  received  such  development  as 
its  importance  demands.  Bailroad  men,  many  of  them  not  Chris- 
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tians,  have  freely  opened  their  homes  for  cottage  prayer  meetings, 
forty-six  of  which  have  been  held  by  their  fellow  emploj^ds,  with  a 
total  attendance  of  six  hundred,  and  a  number  of  conversions  have 
attended  them.  During  the  summer,  Union  meetings,  conducted 
by  railroad  men,  were  held  on  Sunday  evenings  before  the  hour  for 
service  m  various  churches  in  the  upper  end  of  the  city.  Twenty- 
two  of  these  were  held  with  an  average  attendance  of  one  Hundred 
and  fourteen.  The  committee  are  convinced  that  the  fullest  sue 
cess  cannot  be  achieved  in  this  branch  of  the  work,  until  some  place 
of  rendezvous  for  the  men  is  secured  in  that  part  of  the  city.  We 
trust,  that  ere  long  a  branch  of  our  association  may  be  organized 
and  supplied  with  the  facilities  for  carrying  on  this  work  which 
have  made  it  so  successful  in  other  railroad  centers. 

The  service  at  the  city  hospital  has  been  regularly  sustained, 
and  is  greatly  enjoyed  by  the  patients.  Besides  visiting  the  hos¬ 
pital,  this  committee  has  paid  sixty-three  visits  to  the  sick  in  differ¬ 
ent  parts  of  the  citjL  Unusual  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the 
service  at  the  county  jail.  The  attendance  of  helpers  has  been  large, 
the  music  a  special  feature,  and  one  or  two  of  the  prisoners  have 
given  good  evidence  of  a  change  of  life.  The  service  for  the  chil¬ 
dren  and  old  ladies  at  the  Home  for  the  Friendless,  has  been  sus¬ 
tained  with  much  interest  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Demming. 

Lochiel  Mission  Sunday  School,  located  in  a  part  of  the  city 
where  no  other  religious  services  are  held,  continues  to  flourish,  and 
has  had  an  average  attendance  of  over  one  hundred.  Mr.  J.  H.  Spicer 
is  the  efficient  superintendent,  assis':ed  as  secretary  by  Mr.  C.  L. 
Boyer,  and  after  his  removal,  by  Mr.  U.  M.  Weaver. 

The  colored  Bible  class,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Charles  May, 
is  doing  an  excellent  work  among  this  class  of  the  community.  It 
has  met  regularly,  with  an  average  attendance  of  forty-nine,  mainly 
young  people. 

Nor  has  our  influence  been  confined  to  our  own  city.  Efficient 
aid  has  been  extended  in  the  district  work,  in  meetings  held  at  Bald¬ 
win,  Lewistown,  Lebanon,  New  Cumberland,  Dillsburg,  and  Middle- 
town.  A  large  and  varied  correspondence  has  been  conducted  with 
other  associations,  and  with  our  own  members  who  have  removed 
from  among  us.  Four  hundred  and  fifty-nine  meetings  in  all  have 
been  held  outside  our  building,  with  a  total  attendance  of  thirty- 
four  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-two.  Two  thousand  five 
hundred  religious  papers,  and  twenty  thousand  pages  of  tracts  have 
been  distributed. 
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Of  results  it  is  impossible  to  speak  definiteh'.  We  know  that 
during  the  past  three  j^ears  twent3'-five  3’oung  men  who  have  joined 
us  as  associate  members  have  become  active  members  bv  uniting 
with  different  churches  in  the  cit3^,  and  we  know  of  as  man3"  more 
additions  to  the  churches  brought  about  in  part  bv  our  eftbrts. 
Much  of  the  fruit  of  our  labors,  however,  we  are  not  3’et  permitted 
to  see.  Of  the  development  of  Christian  3*oung  men,  we  can  speak 
more  positivehu  Of  the  one  hundred  or  more  now  serving  on  our 
various  committees,  at  least  sevent3’  have,  during  this  same  period 
of  three  3"ears,  been  first  enlisted  in  efforts  for  the  conversion  of 
their  fellows,  and  half  of  this  number  have  taken  in  our  building 
their  first  lessons  in  public  Christian  work — conducting  and  partic¬ 
ipating  in  religious  meetings  and  dealing  personall3^  with  the  uncon¬ 
verted.  Xo  one  has  been  a  careful  observer  of  our  association  life 
for  this  period  without  seeing  great  reasons  for  rejoicing  in  the 
growth  in  spiritual  life  of  our  active  workers. 

A  quarter-centuiy  has  past, — an  eternit3^  is  before  us.  M"e  can 
live  but  one  day  of  it  at  a  time,  and  it  mav  be  that  few  days  of  ac- 
tive  service  in  this  busy  world  are  left  to  us.  With  the  o-reat  field 

t.  o 

open  to  us  among  the  3mung  men  of  this  growing  city,  with  our  ex¬ 
cellent  appliances  bringing  large  numbers  of  them  under  our  per¬ 
sonal  influence,  comes  the  great  responsibility  of  winning  them  to 
lives  of  earnest  Christian  endeavor.  May  we  all  follow  the  example 
of  our  blessed  Master  to  “  work  while  it  is  dav :  the  nio-ht  cometh

COMMITTEES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


EXECUTIVE. 

The  Executive  Committee  would  respectfully  report  that  during  the 
past  year  its  labors  have  been  comparatively  light. 

A  general  supervision  of  the  property  and  temporal  interests  of  the  as¬ 
sociation  has  been  carefully  maintained,  and  our  building  and  its  appli¬ 
ances  have  been  made  as  comfortable  and  attractive  to  members  and  vis¬ 
itors  as  the  means  at  hand  would  allow. 

The  gymnasium  has  been  conducted  with  reasonable  success ;  and, 
during  the  past  few  months,  efforts  looking  toward  the  for  mation  of  spec¬ 
ial  classes  have  been  commenced,  and  there  is  a  probability  that  such 
classes  will  be  organized,  and  become  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  a'Ssoci- 
ation. 

The  book  reception,  held  early  in  the  year,  added  two  hundred  volumes 
to  our  library,  which  were  at  once  catalogued  and  placed  in  circulation. 

The  supply  of  papers  and  magazines  for  tlie  reading-room  has  been  kept 
up,  and  subscriptions  renewed  for  1880. 

The  sessions  of  the  reading  circle  have  been  regularly  held,  with  in¬ 
creasing  interest.  The  position  of  leader,  formerly  held  by  Mr.  Jacob  F. 
Seiler,  who  has  temporarily  withdrawn,  has  been  acceptably  filled  by  Rev. 
Thomas  H.  Robinson. 

The  Bulletin  has  been  entered  as  second-class  mail  matter,  and  is  now 
distributed  to  subscribers,  through  the  post-office,  at  a  trifling  expense. 

The  pocket  annual  has  been  published,  and  care  given  to  its  proper  dis¬ 
tribution  in  the  manufacturing  establishments,  stores,  offices,  Sunday 
schools, public  scliools,and  other  places  where  young  men  maybe  reached. 

There  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  circulation  in  the  library,  except  in 
works  of  fiction.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact,  that  at  our  last 
book  reception  the  larger  number  of  volumes  presented  were  books  of  this 
class,  thus  giving  us  but  few  with  which  to  freshen  our  stock  of  history, 
traveF,  biography,  &c.  A  demand  for  more  solid  reading  is  noticeable, 
and  we  trust  that  additions  of  fresh  works  may  be  made  to  supply  it. 

Evening  classes  were  not  formed  this  season,  for  the  reason  that  our 
members  exhibited  too  little  interest  in  them  to  render  it  advisable  to 
organize  them. 
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A  number  of  minor  matters  of  business  have  come  before  the  commit¬ 
tee,  which  are  not  considered  as  of  sufficient  importance  to  include  in 
this  report,  but  all  of  which  have  received  the  attention  they  required.

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FINATSrCE. 

The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  report  that  the  receipts  from  all 
sources  for  the  year  ending  February  10,  1880,  were  $3,516  89  ;  the  ex¬ 
penditures  for  the  same  time. were  $3,514  45. 

The  expenditures  did  not  reach  the  sum  estimated  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  by  $168  98.  Close  economy  has  characterized  all  expenditures, 
and  every  dollar  has  been  made  to  go  as  far  as  possible. 

The  raising  of  money  sufficient  to  meet  necessary  expenses  is  always  a 
matter  of  serious  consideration.  The  association  having  but  a  limited 
income  within  itself,  is  dependent  upon  its  members  and  friends  for  sup¬ 
port. 

There  has  been  a  falling  off  of  about  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  sustaining 
membership.  Tlie  loss  is  chiefly  of  those  who  have  but  little  knowledge 
of  or  interest  in  the  work  of  tlie  association.  Nearly  enough  new  names 
were  obtained  to  make  up  the  deflciency. 

During  the  summer  a  business  men’s  conference  was  held  in  the  par¬ 
lors,  at  which  a  number  of  the  leading  business  men  of  the  city  were 
present.  The  work  of  the  association  and  its  requirements  were  freely 
discussed,  and  much  interest  manifested  as  to  how  best  to  carry  on  the 
work.  No  money  was  solicited  at  this  meeting.  We  hope  tliat  out  of  it 
may  develop  means  for  pushing  forward  the  work  in  all  its  branches 
with  renewed  energy. 

It  is  with  no  little  satisfaction  and  thankfulness  that  we  report  that 
all  expenses  of  the  year  are  paid  and  no  bills  outstanding,  the  sustaining 
memberships  having  been  supplemented  by  liberal  donations  from  numer¬ 
ous  friends,  mainly  those  wlio  have  taken  an  active  part  in  our  work. 

We  are  under  renewed  obligations  to  our  friends  who  have  aided  us  so 
liberally  heretofore,  and  take  this  occasion  to  thank  them,  as  well  as 
those  whose  names  appear  for  the  first  time  as  contributors,  for  their 
assistance  tliis  year.

LECTURE. 

The  duties  of  this  Lecture  Committee  began  one  year  ago,  by  assuming 
charge  of  the  lectures  and  medical  talks  arranged  by  the  outgoing  com¬ 
mittee,  and  at  that  time  undelivered. 

Of  the  former,  Hon.  J.  P.  Wickersham  delivered  a  lecture,  entitled 
‘‘A  Summer  Tour  in  Europe,”  February  18,  1879. 

The  next  in  the  course  was  on  the  evening  of  March  18,  by  Dr.  W.  C. 
Cattell,  a  former  president  of  the  association.  Subject,  “  The  Church  of 
the  Holy  Sepulchre.” 

April  15,  Dr.  W.  H.  Egle  closed  the  members’  course  for  tliat  season, 
with  the  lecture,  ‘‘  The  Paxtang  Bo5^s.” 

Of  the  two  medical  talks  undelivered,  one  was  given  February  14,  on 
“  What  Shall  We  Eat  ?  ”  by  Dr.  Hugh  Hamilton  ;  and  the  other,  which 
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closed  the  course  of  talks,  February  21,  on  “Some  Causes  of  Nervous 
Disorders,”  by  Dr.  John  Curwen. 

This  committee,  in  coujuction  with  our  General  Secretary,  arranged 
tlie  following  members’  lecture  course  for  1879-1880,  viz :  November  25, 
1879,  “  The  Buccanneers  of  the  Spanish  Main,”  by  Rev.  S.  W.  Dulfield,of 
Altoona,  Pa.;  December  23,  “Buddhism,”  by  Dr.  James  Calder,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  State  College;  January  27,  1880,  “  The  True  Elements  in  the 
Development  of  a  National  Character,”  by  Hon.  R.  M.  Henderson.  All  of 
which  have  been  specially  attractive.  That  those  of  Ovid  F.  Johnson, 
Esq.,  on  “  Mirabeau,”  February  24,  and  John  B.  McPherson,  Esq.,  clos¬ 
ing  the  members’  lecture  course  for  this  season,  March  23,  will  be  as  en¬ 
joyable,  we  feel  assured. 

The  practical  talks  arranged,  free  for  all  young  men,  are  as  follows : 
November  28, 1879,  “A  Business  Talk  to  Young  Men,”  by  Jones  Wister, 
Esq.,  Treasurer  of  our  association;  December  5,  “The  Electric  Tele¬ 
graph  and  Telephone,”  by  J.  Chester  Wilson,  Esq.,  of  Altoona,  Pa.; 
January  23, 1880,  “  The  Development  of  the  Postal  System,”  by  M.  W. 
McAlarney,  Esq.,  post-master  of  this  city;  January  30,  “Elements  of 
Success,”  by  W.  T.  Hildrup,  Esq.,  superintendent  of  Harrisburg  Car 
Works;  February  6,  “  Homes,  and  How  to  Make  Them,”  by  T.  J.  Du- 
nott,  M.  D.,  surgeon  Harrisburg  Hospital.  All  of  which  have  been  lis¬ 
tened  to  with  evident  delight  and  profit  by  the  many  who  have  attended. 

The  course  of  practical  talks  for  this  season  will  be  closed  February  13, 
in  the  discussion  of  the  medical  subject,  “Popular  Notions  About  In¬ 
sanity,”  by  John  Curwen,  M.  D.,  superintendent  State  Insane  Hospital. 

To  all  of  the  above  named  gentlemen,  the  members  of  this  committee 
return  their  sincere  thanks  for  the  able  and  courteous  manner  in  which 
they  have  so  cheerfully  responded  in  this  service  to  our  association. 

The  attendance  averaged,  at  the  membeis’  lectures  last  season,  two 
hundred  and  fifty;  this  season,  two  hundred  and  twenty-three — an  av¬ 
erage  loss  of  twenty-seven.  At  the  talks,  last  season,  one  hundred  and 
seventy;  this  season,  one  hundred  and  ninety-two — an  average  gain  of 
twenty-two.  While  this  attendance  may  be  considered  fair,  yet  it 
is  to  be  regretted  that  there  are  not  more  young  men  anxious  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  profit  to  be  derived  from  attending  these  lectures  and 
talks. 

June  17, 1879,  a  musical  entertainment  was  given  in  the  Opera  House, 
under  the  direction  of  Prof.  8.  B.  Ellenberger,  which  added  to  our  treas¬ 
ury,  the  sum  of  $51  93.  January  20,  1880,  Rev.  John  R.  Paxton,  of 
Washington,  D.  C.,  placed  us  under  renewed  obligations  by  his  kindness 
in  lecturing  in  the  Opera  House,  for  our  benefit,  on  “  The  Overcoming 
Man,”  which  returned  us  a  revenue  of  $105  20.  During  the  past  year. 
Miss  Minnie  Whitney  and  her  friends  gave  an  entertainment,  by  which 
they  realized  $17  80  for  us.  The  members  of  the  gymnasium  also  placed 
$10  25  in  the  treasury,  the  proceeds  of  a  gymnastic  exhibition.

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Membership  Committee  respectfully  present  this,  their  annual  re¬ 
port,  of  the  condition  of  the  membership  of  the  Association  : 

The  total  number  of  members  at  this  date,  in  good  standing  and  not 
in  arrears  for  dues,  is  595,  of  which  number  230  have  been  added  during 
the  year.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  27  on  the  number  reported  a  year 
ago.  Of  the  622  then  reported,  257  have  not  been  enumerated  in  our 
present  total  membership,  some  having  died,  others  having  removed, 
while  the  greater  number  are  in  arrears  for  their  dues.  Tliese  last,  how¬ 
ever,  are  not  yet  stricken  from  our  membership  list,  their  names  being- 
given  in  common  with  those  in  good  standing  in  the  alphabetical  list  of 
members  of  the  association.  (See  last  pages  of  this  pamphlet.) 

As  tlie  proper  limits  of  this  report  will  not  admit  of  further  details  of 
a  statistical  nature,  we  must  refer  those  interested  to  the  following  tabu¬ 
lar  statements,  showing  the  classifications  and  sub-classifications  of 
present  membership,  members  added,  memljers  lost,  etc.,  with  a  compari¬ 
son  of  the  same  for  the  previous  year.  Also  statements  showing  the 
ages  and  avocations  of  all  our  members  and  the  number  of  active  and 
counseling  members  belonging  to  the  different  churches  of  the  city.

Social  Receptions. 


The  sub-committee,  appointed  by  the  Reception  committee  to  arrange 
for  the  social  entertainments,  have  attended  to  their  duty  throughout 
tlie  year. 

Members’  receptions  were  held  in  March,  November,  December,  and 
January.  Through  the  kind  assistance  of  many  friends,  we  liave  been 
enabled  to  present  attractive  and  varied  programmes,  consisting  of  vocal 
and  instrumental  music,  readings,  recitations,  the  phonograph,  &c.,  in 
the  hall ;  stereoscopic  views,  engravings  and  curiosities  in  the  parlor ; 
and  gymnastic  exercises  in  the  gymnasium.  The  attendance  has  been 
large,  and  general  sociability  has  prevailed. 

A  reception  was  given  to  our  active  members  March  11,  at  which 
the  work  for  the  year  was  presented,  and  much  interest  was  awakened. 
A  special  reception  was  also  given  to  Mr.  Charles  Fermaud,  of  Geneva, 
Switzerland,  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit  last  June. 

Following  the  custom  of  previous  years,  we  kept  “  open  house  ”  on 
New  Year’s  day,  and  received  about  four  liundred  callers  during  the  day 
and  evening.  The  total  number  present  at  all  tlie  receptions  was  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-tive. 

Your  committee  feel  themselves  indebted  to  all  who  have  participated 
in  these  entertainments,  and  especially  to  the  ladies,  whose  kind  assist¬ 
ance  they  have  so  often  received.

THE  BOYS. 

The  chairman  of  the  Boys’  Committee  left  the  city  in  November  to 
engage  in  temperance  work  in  Pittsburgh,  aud,  it  being  somewhat  im¬ 
probable  that  he  would  return  to  his  labor  with  us,  a  chairman  pro  tern. 
was  elected  to  serve  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Tlie  committee  would  respectfully  report  that  the  outcome  of  its  labors 
has  been  most  gratifying,  and  we  find  ourselves  at  the  close  of  the  third 
year  of  work  in  this  direction  with  such  results  accomplished  as  to  fill  us 
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witli  encouragement,  and  awaken  hopes  of  still  higher  attainments  in  the 
future.  K 

The  work  of  the  committee  has  been  under  the  control  of  gentlemen, 
many  of  whom  have  been  much  interested,  and  have  given  their  time 
and  labor  cheerfully,  and,  as  “  willing  hands  make  light  work,”  the  ends 
reached  have  been  satisfactory. 

During  this  season  seven  hundred  and  seventy-seven  (777)  boys  have 
been  enrolled  between  the  ages  of  six  and  fifteen  years.  Tlie  work  of 
the  year  opened  with  an  entertainment  in  Association  Hall,  February  3. 
These  entertainments  have  been  regularly  given  every  Monday  evening, 
except  during  the  summer  months,  and  on  December  15,  when  the  rooms 
were  closed  on  account  of  the  reception  in  the  city  to  General  Grant. 
The  rooms  in  the  basement  have  been  open  ninety-four  evenings,  and  have 
been  visited  by  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fourteen  boys ;  an 
average  of  thirty-one.  The  records  of  the  Monday  evening  entertain¬ 
ments  show  an  attendance  of  eight  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five  ;  an 
average  of  two  hundred  and  seventy.  The  boys’  pi  ayer  meeting,  in  the 
basement,  has  been  held  thirty-four  times,  with  an  attendance  of  nine 
hundred  and  fifty;  average  twenty-eight.  The  average  attendance  at 
all  these  gatherings  is  in  excess  of  tliat  of  the  previous  year,  exhibiting 
unmistakably  an  increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  the  boys,  and  throw¬ 
ing  upon  the  association  a  greater  responsibility.  The  committee  has 
met  some  difficulty  in  entertaining  the  boys  in  the  basement  from  the 
want  of  fresh  reading  matter  and  pictorial  books  and  papers.  Yearly 
all  the  supply  on  hand  has  been  on  the  shelves  since  the  rooms  were  first 
opened,  and  has  been  so  frequently  used  by  the  boys  that  it  now  offers 
them  but  little  entertainment.  An  appeal  was  made  some  months  since 
to  our  friends  to  relieve  us  of  the  strait  we  are  in  by  contributing  matter 
of  this  kind,  which  had  been  cast  aside  in  their  homes,  and  which  would 
be  of  great  service  to  us  in  our  boys’  work.  This  appeal  was  responded 
to  by  but  few,  to  whom  we  are  very  grateful ;  but  the  demand  is  not  yet 
satisfied,  and  we  hope  to  hear  from  many  more. 

The  boys  have  been  taught  to  contribute,  and  a  collection  is  taken  at 
each  Monday  evening  entertainment.  The  yield  has  not,  of  course,  been 
large — amounting  to  $5  69  during  the  ten  weeks  since  this  plan  was 
adopted,  but  enough  has  been  accumulated  to  pay  for  three  or  four  new 
periodicals,  which  will  be  placed  at  once  in  the  boys’  rooms.  All  that  the 
boys  contribute  is  appropriated  to  their  own  use. 

The  season  of  1878-79  closed  with  a  pic-nic  on  Machen’s  island,  June 
5th,  which  was  largely  attended,  the  success  of  which  was  mainly  due  to 
the  ladies  who  gave  liberally  of  their  labor,  patience,  and  money,  and  a 
day  of  much  enjoyment  was  had.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
again  awakened  the  liveliest  gratitude  of  the  boys  by  freely  placing  a 
train  at  our  disposal. 

We  cannot  adequately  express  our  indebtedness  to  the  ladies  who  dur¬ 
ing  this  year,  as  in  the  past,  have  heaped  upon  us  such  a  weight  of  obli¬ 
gation  that  we  must  ever  stand  in  an  attitude  of  humble  thankfulness. 
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Their  daily  acts  of  kindness  demand  and  receive  our  daily  acknowledg¬ 
ments'.  We  heartily  and  sincerely  pray  “  God  bless  them.” 

Our  warmest  thanks  are  also  offered  to  all  who,  at  great  trouble  to 
themselves,  have  so  kindly,  and  without  any  expense  to  the  association, 
contributed  to  the  enjoyment  and  instruction  of  the  boys  at  their  Mon¬ 
day  evening  gatherings.  These  entertainments  have  covered  a  wide 
range,  and  have  been  excellent  in  their  character.  Music,  recitations  ^ 
magic-lantern  exhibitions,  talks  on  historical  and  scientific  subjects, 
travels,  phrenology,  geography  and  spelling  matches,  Kintergarten  exhi¬ 
bitions,  displays  of  relics  and  curiosities,  entertainments  by  children, 
,  concerts  by  the  blind,  &c.,  have  made  up  the  several  programmes,  and 
have  afforded  an  intensity  of  enjoyment  which  the  boy  nature  best  knows 
how  to  appreciate. 

On  the  register  of  the  boys  we  note  age,  residence,  parent’s  occupation, 
Sunday  school  attended,  and  day  school,  with  teacher’s  name.  No  boy 
under  six  or  over  fifteen  years  of  age  is  enrolled.  The  first  instruction 
given  when  a  boy  comes  under  our  care  is  attention  to  personal  cleanli¬ 
ness  and  gentlemanly  deportment;  and  the  changes  wrought  in  this  be¬ 
half  are  very  marked. 

Every  Thursday  evening  there  is  an  exercise  in  spelling,  and  on  each 
Friday  evening  a  prayer  meeting  and  literary  exercises  in  the  basement.

It  lies  in  the  futiu-e,  beyond  the  limit 
of  our  lives,  but  we  rest  in  the  confident  hope,  that  when  you  and  your 
committee  have  left  the  field,  and  gone  to  receive  reward,  according  to 
our  deeds.  He  who  suffers  no  slightest  act  done  in  His  name  to  fall  val¬ 
ueless  will  bring  to  full  fruition  the  germs  of  good  which,  we  trust,  it 
has  been  our  privilege  to  nurture  into  the  beginnings  of  productive  lives.

With  the  revival  in  business  much  more  can  be  done  in  these  lines  than 
has  been,  and  we  trust  that  more  attention  will  be  given  to  the  work  of 
tliis  committee  during  the  coming  year.

CHRISTIAN  WORK. 

For  full  accounts  of  the  religious  work  of  the  association  for  the  3'ear, 
your  attention  is  invited  to  the  reports  of  the  several  sub-committees  in 
charge  of  its  different  branches. 

There  is  much  important  work  done  that  is  not  reported  by  the  com¬ 
mittees. 

The  open  air  work  was  successfully  carried  on  during  the  summer  sea¬ 
son,  from  May  until  October.  Five  meetings  were  regularly  held,  except 
on  one  or  two  Sabbaths,  when  the  weather  would  not  permit.  The  attend¬ 
ance  at  these  meetings  was  unusualiy  large,  the  singing  was  good,  adding 
very  much  to  tlie  interest,  and  the  meetings  in  every  way  were  more  sat¬ 
isfactorily  conducted  than  during  previous  years.  Many  of  the  speakers 
were  encouraged  by  invitations  from  those  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
meetings  to  “come  again, ’’.evincing  a  readiness  to  hear  the  Gospel  pro¬ 
claimed  on  the  corners  of  the  streets  and  other  most  public  places  of  the 
city. 

Evening  prayers  are  held  each  evening  in  the  association  building  just 
before  closing  the  rooms  for  tlie  day,  giving  thanks  to  God  specially  for 
his  blessings  upon  the  association  work  and  the  strength  he  gives  the 
members  and  officers  in  the  discharge  of  their  many  duties. 

The  classes  for  the  study  of  the  Bible  ure  continued  with  the  usual  in¬ 
terest.  A  Sunday  scliool  teachers’  meeting  is  held  weekly  on  Thursday 
evening,  after  which  there  is  a  meethig  of  the  training  class,  which 
proves  to  be  very  interesting  and  profitable  to  those  who  attend,  and  the 
fruits  of  which  may  already  be  seen  in  tlie  efficiency  of  the  members  in 
conducting  religious  services  and  dischaiging  other  difficult  religious 
duties. 

The  distribution  of  tracts  and  religious  reading  matter  has  been  faith¬ 
fully  attended  to,  and  an  encouragingly  large  number  taken  from  the 
boxes  and  received  from  the  hands  of  those  who  attend  to  the  distribu¬ 
tion. 

If  the  members,  generally,  would  note  the  class  of  persons  who  take 
these  tracts,  they  would  be  enabled  to  communicate  valuable  information 
on  this  subject. 
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One  of  onr  members  lias  visited  the  different  hotels  each  Saturday 
evening,  and  addressed  to  each  guest  a  neat  directory  of  the  Sabbath 
services  in  the  churches,  accompanied  by  an  invitation  to  attend  them, 
as  well  as  our  own  services  on  the  Sabbath.  This  has  resulted  in  bring¬ 
ing  quite  a  number  of  strangers  to  us. 

Special  services,  of  much  interest,  were  held  on  Tlianksgiving  Day, 
Christmas,  and  New  Year’s  Eve. 

The  week  of  prayer  for  young  men  and  association  work,  in  November, 
and  the  general  week  of  prayer  in  January,  were  observed  by  a  series  of 
special  services  of  an  interesting  and  profitable  character. 

A  careful  perusal  of  the  reports  of  the  several  committees  will  impress 
the  fact  that  the  Christian  work  of  the  association  is  in  a  prosperous  and 
promising  condition,  for  which  we  should  express  our  thankfulness  and 
gratitude  to  God,  the  author  and  giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift  we 
enjoy. 

The  need  of  the  services  of  many  more  of  the  active  members  of  the 
association  in  this  work  is  seriously  felt,  and  its  prosperity  and  success 
depends  largely  upon  the  diligence,  fidelity,  and  prayers  of  all  true  fol¬ 
lowers  of  the  Lord  Jesus.

Young  Men’s  Meeting. 

During  the  past  year  these  meetings  have  been  of  great  profit  to  those 
attending  them.  Special  pains  were  taken  to  secure  good  leaders,  and 
the  meetings  were  well  conducted,  and  were  characterized  by  a  spirit 
which  could  not  fail  to  impress  those  brought  under  their  influence.  We 
know  of  several  conversions  through  the  instrumentality  of  this  branch 
of  the  work,  and  hope  there  has  been  seed  sown  which  will  j^et  bear 
abundant  fruit. 

While  these  services  have  been  of  great  value  in  developing  young 
Christians,  we  have  been  unable  to  reach  as  large  a  number  of  uncon¬ 
verted  young  men  as  we  desired,  and  as  we  might  if  more  of  our  active 
members  gave  their  regular  support.  Quite  a  number  of  them  were

regularly  present, ''and  will  bear  testimony  that  it  was  good  to  be  there. 
Your  committee  wish  more  of  our  members  could  see  the  importance  of 
this  work,  and  would  give  their  aid  in  prosecuting  it. 

Special  efforts  were  made,  at  times,  to  secure  a  larger  attendance  of 
persons  not  connected  with  the  association,  by  distributing  invitations 
at  the  liotels,  places  of  business,  and  several  manufacturing  establish¬ 
ments,  but  with  indilferent  success. 

There  has  been  considerable  improvement  in  the  music  during  the 
year,  and  it  lias  added  much  to  the  interest  of  the  service. 

The  total  attendance  throughout  the  year  was  1 ,554,  being  an  average 
of  23. 

The  programme  of  meetings  is  arranged  quarterly,  and  is  varied  by  an 
occasional  song  service,  Bible  reading,  consecration  or  experience  meet¬ 
ing,  thus,  as  we  believe,  adding  to  the  attractiveness  and  securing  a 
larger  attendance  at  these  special  meetings  for  young  men.

The  general  average  attendance  is  about  thirty-eight  boys  every  night. 
The  conduct  and  interest  is  good.  The  meetings  are  led  by  different 
members  of  the  committee,  as  they  are  appointed.  They  are  very  inter¬ 
esting.  and  the  boys  seem  to  enjoy  them.

Service  of  Soxg. 


During  the  early  part  of  the  year  this  service  was  held  in  the  hall  of 
the  association,  on  each  Sabbath  afternoon,  from  4.45  to  5.45,  but  was 
suspended  for  the  summer  months,  and  when  resumed,  early  in  the  au¬ 
tumn,  the  time  was  changed  to  3.15,  that  hour  seeming  to  be  more  de¬ 
sirable  than  a  later  one. 

The  leaders  selected  for  each  Sabbath  have  chosen  their  own  subjects 
and  manner  of  conducting  the  service. 

As  indicated  in  the  name,  this  service  is  largely  one  of  praise,  though 
much  variety  is  given  to  the  exercises.  Songs,  prayers,  Bible  lessons 
and  readings,  and  short  addresses  making  up  the  principal  part  of  the 
service. 

The  attendance  has  been  good,  and  the  service  has  increased  in  interest 
by  the  addition  of  a  choir  of  from  fifteen  to  twenty  voices,  under  the 
leadership  of  Prof.  S.  B  Ellenberger,  and  the  substitution  of  piano  for 
organ  music.

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Workers’  Training  Class. 

There  has  been  organized  during  the  past  few  months  a  training  class 
for  Christian  workers.  The  need  of  such  a  class  has  long  been  felt,  and 
it  is  therefore  a  source  of  pleasure  to  us  that  such  a  class  has  been  organ¬ 
ized.  Its  object  is  to  train  those  who  feel  the  need  of  being  more  efficient 
in  Christian  work. 

We  are  glad  that  a  considerable  number  of  our  members  have  availed 
themselves  of  this  chance  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the  methods 
of  Christian  wmrk,  but  it  is  also  a  source  of  regret  that  there  are  so  many 
more  who  are  entirely  capable  of  this  work  who  do  not  attend,  and  that 
there  are  some  who  have  started  with  us,  but  have  fallen  out  of  ranks. 

The  following  is  the  course  of  study  that  is  being  followed  : 

1.  The  Bible:  its  make-up;  its  authorship. 

2.  The  inspiration  of  the  Scriptures. 

3.  Elements  of  success  in  Christian  work. 

4.  How  to  deal  with  men  socially. 

5.  How  to  control  and  influence  boys. 

6.  How  to  deal  with  men  in  trouble,  the  destitute,  sick,  and  criminal. 

7.  How  to  deal  with  doubters,  back-sliders,  the  indifferent,  and  wicked. 

8.  How  to  deal  with  sincere  inquirers,  and  the  almost-persuaded. 

9.  How  to  lead  a  religious  meeting,  with  hints  on  song  services,  praise 
meetings,  open  air  meetings,  and  Gospel  meetings. 

10.  How  to  speak  in  a  meeting,  with  hints  on  young  men’s  meetings 
and  boys’  meetings. 

11.  Public  prayer,  with  hints  on  cottage  meetings  and  daily  prayer 
meetings. 

12.  How  to  secure  good  singing. 

13.  How  to  study  the  Bible  for  personal  benefit. 

14.  How  to  conduct  a  Bible  class  and  give  a  Bible  reading. 

Each  topic  is  considered  by  an  opening  paper,  by  discussion,  by  con¬ 
versation.  These  meetings  are  interesting,  and  many  valuable  sugges¬ 
tions  are  advanced,  making  them  a  source  of  profit  to  those  that  attend. 
If  you  desire  to  be  a  Christian  worker,  you  will  find  it  greatly  to  your 
advantage  to  attend  these  classes,  held  every  Thursday  night,  at  8:30.

Prison. 

The  services  at  the  prison  have  been  held,  without  interruption,  at  nine 
o’clock  each  Sabbath  morning,  and  the  attendance  of  workers  has  greatly 
increased.  We  believe  that  never  before  has  there  been  such  general  in¬ 
terest  felt  in  this  work  as  at  the  present.  ,  Strangers  oftentimes,  spend¬ 
ing  but  the  Sabbath  in  the  city,  have  found  their  way  to  this  service,  and 
have  been  blessed  we  doubt  not.  We  feel  warranted  in  saying  that  the 
past  year  has  been  more  fruitful  in  results  than  any  former.  More  than 
ten  years  ago  I  became  interested  in  this  department  of  Christian  wmrk, 
and  I  am  not  yet  tired  of  it ;  the  service  is  profitable,  and  to  all  who  are 
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concerned  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  unfortunate  there  is  great 
blessing  in  it. 

T]ie  exercises  your  committee  have  endeavored  to  make  as  interesting 
and  profitable  as  was  in  their  power  to  do.  They  cannot,  however,  be 
made  to  vary  a  great  deal.  The  truth  has  been  faithfully  and  earnestly 
presented  by  members  of  the  association,  visiting  friends,  and  pastors  of 
the  city.  TTe  would  mention  especially  the  services  of  Rev.  Sigler,  of 
the  Fourth  Street  Bethel,  who  met  with  us  several  times  during  the 
year,  and  greatly  encouraged  us  by  his  earnest  words  and  stirring  ap¬ 
peals.  AVe  refer,  with  considerable  pride,  to  the  music  at  this  service. 
Having  a  good  corps  of  faithful  co-workers,  who  joyfully  aid  us  in  this 
part  of  the  exercises,  the  singing  has  been  most  excellent. 

Religious  papers  and  tracts  have,  also,  been  distributed  more  regularly 
than  heretofore.  We  have  frequently  conversed  with  inmates,  and  have 
assisted  several,  on  their  release. 

While  instructing  and  encouraging  the  unfortunate,  and  thus  obeying 
a  divine  command,  we  feel  ourselves  greatly  blessed  and  helped.

Home  for  the  Friendless. 

The  Sabbath  day  services  at  the  Home  for  the  Friendless  were  con¬ 
ducted,  during  the  year  1879,  in  about  the  usual  way,  and  with  mani¬ 
festly  good  results.  While  the  number  of  children  at  the  Home  has  not 
been  so  large  during  the  past  two  years,  as  for  several  years  theretofore, 
nevertheless  the  attendance  from  the  neighborhood  has  been  about  the 
same ;  and,  at  times,  an  increased  interest  has  been  shown  by  young  and 
active  Christian  workers.  The  young  inmates  seem  to  be  very  much  at¬ 
tached  to  what  is  termed  “  their  Sunday  school,”  and  would  be  very  loth 
to  have  it  discontinued. 

As  there  are  occasional  changes  among  the  children  of  the  Home — little 
ones  going  out  to  future  homes,  and  others  coming  in — it  is  impossible 
to  calculate  the  amount  of  good  accomplished  by  the  regular  Sabbath 
services.  But  it  is  known  that  some  have  been  hopefully  converted, 
and  it  is  believed  that  all,  without  a  single  exception,  have  been  bene¬ 
fited  by  the  work.  There  seems  to  be  an  increasing  interest  in  the  reg¬ 
ular  Sunday  services,  by  the  old  people  of  the  institution  ;  and  now  and 
then  there  are  special  gatherings  in  their  behalf. 

Occasionally,  during  the  year,  there  have  been  special  seasons  for  the 
welfare  and  happiness  of  the  children,  which  seem  to  be  remembered 
with  pleasant  recollections  by  all  the  participants.

Hospital  and  Visitation  of  the  Sick. 

The  Committee  on  the  Hospital  Service  and  Visitation  of  the  Sick  have 
performed  their  duties  with  as  much  fidelity  as  possible.  We  have  been 
richly  rewarded  by  the  expressions  of  pleasure  with  w'hich  our  visits  have 
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been  received,  and  the  desire  expressed  by  those  whom  we  visited  to  have 
us  come  frequently  to  pray  with  them,  and  read  the  consoling  promises 
of  the  word  of  God.  The  number  of  sick  visited  in  the  hospital  was  one 
hundred  and  eleven,  and  in  other  parts  of  the  city  sixty-three,  making  the 
total  number  of  visits  one  hundred  and  seventy-four.  Of  this  number 
seven  died,  five  of  them — William  Hutman,  Robert  Ferriday,  Daniel 
J.  Houser,  F.  L.  Hutter,  and  Frank  S.  (Seiler — being  members  of  the 
association.  We  trust  that  they  all  realized  the  salvation  of  the  precious 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Forty-nine  services  were  held  on  Sunday  evenings  at  the  city  hospital, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  twenty-five.  Much  interest  was  mani¬ 
fested  by  the  patients,  as  well  as  by  those  who  have  been  present  to  assist. 

The  second  anniversary  service,  held  January  11,  attracted  an  over¬ 
flowing  audience,  and  awakened  great  interest. 

We  feel  greatly  encouraged  in  this  work,  and  trust  that  much  good  has 
resulted  from  it.

Cottage  Prayer  Meetings. 

Cottage  prayer  meetings  have  been  regularly  held  throughout  the  year, 
except  during  the  summer  months.  Forty-seven  meetings  in  all  were 
held,  with  an  average  attendance  of  thirteen.  To  a  great  extent,  these 
meetings  have  been  held  in  homes  where  some  or  all  of  the  family  were 
not  Christians.

A  number  of  backsliders  have  been  re¬ 
claimed  by  having  these  meetings  in  their  homes.  Considerable  diffi¬ 
culty  has  been  experienced  in  getting  sufficient  workers  to  carry  on  these 
meetings  successfully.  We  trust  that  more  will  be  found  ready  to  work 
in  this  promising  field.

Lochiel  Sunday  School. 

Lochiel  Union  Sunday  School  is  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  The  ses¬ 
sions  of  the  school,  through  the  kindness  of  the  board  of  school  directors, 
are  still  held  in  an  unoccupied  room  in  Lochiel  school  building.  The 
average  attendance  during  the  past  year  was  109.  We  expect,  however, 
to  greatly  increase  this  average  during  the  present  year,  on  account  of  the 
bettered  condition  of  those  who  reside  in  this  locality.  Twelve  (12)  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  school  were  present  every  Sunday,  and  eight  (8)  every  Sunday 
but  one.  We  think  this  attendance  will  compare  favorably  with  any 
school  in  the  city. 

Prizes  were  awarded  at  Christmas  for  faithful  attendance.  At  our 
Christmas  entertainment,  which  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  the  children, 
each  scholar  was  presented  with  candies  and  cakes.  The  greater  part  of 
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the  expenses  on  this  occasion  were  kindly  met  by  some  friends  of  the 
school. 

Our  annual  pic-nic  was  held  in  July,  on  Machen’s  island,  and  all  who 
participated  had  a  delightful  time.  Time  has  wrought  many  changes  in 
our  school,  although  for  two  years  past  we  have  not  had  a  single  death. 

Of  those  who  labored  with  us  a  year  ago,  a  number  have  left  us,  either 
removing  from  the  city  or  else  engaging  in  work  in  other  schools  in  the 
city.  Among  them  we  may  mention  Mrs.  Reeves,  Mr.  Louis  Schaffer, 
Mr.  Thompson,  and  Mr.  C.  L.  Boyer,  our  efficient  and  untiring  secretary. 
We  miss  them  greatly,  and  our  good  wishes  go  with  them  through  their 
future  lives.  Mr.  James  Schaffer  and  Mr.  DeWitt  Denney  have  been 
chosen,  during  the  year,  to  fill  the  offices  of  librarian  and  treasurer,  re¬ 
spectively. 

We  have  been  making  efforts  to  obtain  an  organ,  and,  by  means  of  col¬ 
lections  and  a  concert,  given  by  some  of  our  blind  friends,  we  have  now 
a  fund  of  about  sixty  dollars.  During  last  winter,  religious  services  were 
frequently  held  in  the  chapel  during  the  week,  and  were  very  profitable 
to  those  who  attended.  We  cannot  say  what  has  been  the  result  of  our 
work  during  the  year. 

As  teachers,  we  have  all  faithfully  endeavored  to  speak  words  of  warn¬ 
ing  and  encouragement  to  our  scholars,  pointing  out  to  them  the  true 
and  successful  way  of  life,  and  we  feel  assured  that  God  will  bless  our 
weak  efforts  by  developing  these  children,  who  have  been  entrusted  to  us, 
into  men  and  women  whose  lives  shall  bring  no  reproach  upon  the  re¬ 
ligion  of  Christ,  but  who  will,  in  their  turn,  tell  the  story  of  Jesus  and 
his  love  to  their  fellow-men.

Work  among  Railroad  Men. 

The  work  among  railroad  men  during  the  past  year  has  consisted 
principally  in  holding  cottage  and  union  prayer  meetings.  During  last 
winter,  there  were  held  from  two  to  three  cottage  meetings  per  week, 
and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  they  were  instrumental  in  bringing 
several  to  our  churches,  who  have  since  been  converted  to  Christ.  We 
have  been  kindly  received  wherever  we  have  called,  and  in  many  cases 
urged  to  come.  Owing  to  the  great  pressure  of  business  on  the  railroads 
thus  far  this  winter,  we  have  been  unable  to  hold  more  than  one  meet¬ 
ing  each  week,  but  are  now  starting  another.  The  various  churches 
have  been  readily  opened  to  us  for  the  union  meetings,  and  we  have  been 
urged  to  come  again.  In  all  of  our  meetings  there  has  been  shown  a

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Colored  Bible  Class. 

During  the  year  1879  we  have  had  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  (128) 
scholars  in  our  colored  Bible  class,  the  greater  portion  of  them  aged  from 
fifteen  years  to  middle  age,  all  of  them  taking  great  pleasure  in  our  efforts 
in  their  behalf.  The  attendance  has  averaged  about  fifty  each  Sabbath. 
We  find  considerable  difficulty  in  keeping  the  class  supplied  with  hymn 
books,  testaments,  and  Sunday  school  books,  as  many  of  the  class  move 
from  place  to  place,  and  when  they  go  a  book  generally  goes  with  them. 
We  have  furnished  our  own  books  thus  far.  We  have  gathered  a  library 
of  over  three  hundred  old  Sunday  school  books,  but  many  of  them  must 
soon  go  out  of  service,  as  they  are  too  much  worn  to  repair.  Any  dona¬ 
tions  of  Sunday  school  books,  testaments.  Gospel  Hymns  Nos.  1, 2,  and  3, 
bound,  will  be  thankfully  received.  We  feel  much  encouraged  in  this 
work.

LADIES’  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE. 


The  Ladies’  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Asso¬ 
ciation  was  organized  October,  1877,  for  the  purpose  of  supervising  the 
care  of  the  building,  which  the  liberality  of  the  ladies  of  the  different 
churches  had  already  furnished.  This  committee  consists  of  from  two 
to  six  ladies  from  each  church  which  is  represented  in  the  membership 
of  the  association.  Until  November,  1879,  its  affairs  were  managed 
without  any  settled  plan.  Committees  from  among  ladies  visited  the 
building  occasionally,  and  as  far  as  possible  endeavored  to  repair  dam¬ 
ages  to  the  furniture,  carpets,  &c.  It  was  not  until  the  fall  of  1879  that 
it  was  deemed  best  to  have  a  more  settled  and  substantial  basis.  A  con¬ 
stitution  was  then  adopted,  upon  which  the  ladies  have  since  been  acting. 
On  the  first  Tuesday  in  February  of  this  year,  which  was  the  day  for 
the  annual  meeting,  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  were  elected.  The  old 
officers,  Mrs.  James  McCormick  as  president,  and  Mrs.  I.  S.  Kerr,  secre¬ 
tary  and  treasurer,  were  re-elected ;  Mrs.  R.  A.  Lamberton  resigning, 
in  consequence  of  contemplated  removal  from  the  city,  Mrs.  Jones 
AVister  was  elected  in  her  place,  from  St.  Stephen’s  Episcopal  church. 
The  ladies  also  recommended  to  the  board  the  re-appointment  of  Mrs. 
Jacob  Boyd  as  matron  of  the  building.  The  treasurer’s  report  for  the 
year  was  read,  showing  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  forty-six  dol¬ 
lars  and  seventy-five  cents  ($146  75)  had  been  collected  among  the  ladies 
and  their  friends,  of  which  ninety-six  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents 
($96  25)  had  been  spent  re-papering  the  walls,  and  putting  linoleum  on 
the  floors  of  the  halls  of  the  building,  putting  gas  in  four  rooms,  and 
cleaning;  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  fifty  dollars  and  fifty 
cents,  ($50  50,)  of  which  forty  dollars  ($40)  is  to  be  paid  in  April  for  the 
rent  of  a  piano  for  the  use  of  the  association,  leaving  the  sum  of  ten  dol¬ 
lars  and  fifty  cents  ($10  50)  over  all  indebtedness.
